In New England, and particularly along 
the coast north of Boston, can be 
Bummed up as follows: Five Glouces- 
ter fieiermen drowned; six coasting 
schooners complete wrecks; nine ves- 
sels sunk; eight schooners ashore, and 
11 others more or leas Injured through 
collision and loss of gear. 


The usual amount of damage oo- 


curred on land, bull&higs blown down, 
telegraph wires prostrated, and some 
delays on railroads in the northern por- 
tion through heavy snows. 


While the storm was very severe along 


th* entire New England coast, ship- 
ping north of this point seemed to hava 
suffered more thaw that off the south 
shore of Cape Cod, in fact no. wrecks 
occurred on the latter's dreaded sand.?. 


Salem harbor proved a bad trap for 


many sailing craft, while on the rugsred 
Main* shore were (lashed half a dozen 
other coasters. It i« singular that amid 
all these scenas of wreck and disaster 
only five lives were lost, and those from 
one fishing vessel, while the crews of 
all others managed to reach shore. 
. 


Th* fatality of the Mary A. Brown 


occurred on Hampton beach, not far 
from the place wher* th* wreck of th* 
Bt John schooner Advance came ashore 
without her crew, but not a man reached 
chore to tell of the vain battle against 
the nithlese elements.

TRUE STORY OF THE FIRST MASONIC 


FUNIRAL IN ARIZONA., 


Owln/r to a Kwia*oo« of Peculiar In. 


ciHfuCn th* Ceremony Was l)clu;c<l 
mud TVn» Kot Completed Until tbe 
Suu Pruned Over the U11U.

In I860 I vras in ArlETia as Rnper^ 


Inteiulent of tb<? St. Locin Msn.ne com- 
pany, located on toe fan Ivdro rlv«?r. a 
short distance west of what la now 
known ac Terabstcme and 10 nillea east 
of Fort Buchasan. 


On one occasion 1 made a visit to the 


Parta Rita minus, located IB auother 
part of tho tprrito'v These were man- 
aged by Cincinnati parties and were 
Unown ns the Beintaleaian mines. 
V* hen 1 arrived there and introduced 
myself, an none of u» l-ad ever met be- 
foie. 1 was greeted with that cordial 
hospitality knewn only to those who 
hnre lived en the frontier or In mining 
cnmps by Mr. H. O. Grosvsnor of Cin- 
cinnati, the enpertntendent, with two 
others who occupied positions at the 
mines. 


One of these, Mr. J. T. Mason, I 


found Furiously Indirposed; the other I 
Btnt to Fort Buchanan to brtns Dr J. 
B. D. Irvrin. auTr«oc at the post. I 
thea devctwl ray tiase to the sick man, 
who was growing more feeble each 
hour. He told me if he dlpfl he wanted 
to be buried with Masonic honors. 


I had "tried" him end found him to 


be a bright third decree Maion. 
I 


promised to do all I could to carry out 
his request. Ee died before morning, 
and the messenger sent for the doctor 
had not returned, and it was uncertain 
as to when, if evar, he ml£ht return. 


As In those days there were not over 


65 Americans in the territory outside 
of the troops, tbe taking of life by the 
Indians was daily expected. 
In this 


emergency It devolved upon me to ar- 
range for the burial of our friend. 
I 


Kent peon messengers to Tvsbac and 
other places where Americans were 
known to be to come to my aid. 


During the day 1 selected a beautiful 


Bpot over'hadowpd by a large mesquitc 
treo and there had a very deep grave 
dujt, as in thit country tbe coyote is a 
kicd of hyena, that will unearth any 
coipse if not laid deep In the ground. 
This work was done by pootis, while I 
stood guard to keep the Indians fiom 
surprising us. 


By midnight tbe messengers I had 


gent out commenced returning with 
the few who could come with them. I 
found among those who arrived two 
or three Masons, who, like

AfUT lorttriua »li* body Into tin 


grave 1 cetrunrufTd to rr»d tbr nerv- 
ier. 1 stood fl*»e to tbe head of the 
fjrnve, and Mr. El e ward Weir* h«ld tbe 
lantern behind «ie. A rattling round 
wns heard. It was supposed to eeine 
from lurking Indians, and every one 
looked out for himself. The mail hold- 
ing the lantern dropped It Into the 
grave, and 1 fell In after It 


There I was with the corpse In a 


deep grave. I h*<i my pistols and 
Sharp's carbine with me, and I reel- 
feed that If the Indian* veered Into the 
grave 1 could 911 it with dead bodies. I 
listened. Not a sound wa* beard. My 
companions had. I euppeee, secreted 
tb»w*clves and no doubt thought I 
had done tlie in me 


After the lapse of about four hours 


day began to dawn, aud as I stood 
upon tbe corpse (no coSIn^ were in use 
In Arlzcna « the time of this occur- 
rence, the dsad brlnx eiinply wrapped 
In tbHr blavketo and cautiously look- 
ed over th» brinY of tbe fi-rave to take 
in the «urreendios». 


1 Boon taw my eoraredM. one by one, 


emerging from behind rocks, where 
the * had hastily recreted themselves, 
no one knowing where the others were, 
I called aloud for help and was soon 
assisted from the- prison in which I 
had bpen confined for Ijlly fonr hours, 
and a« th!« la the first iiSKome funeral 
that was evw held In Arizona I think 
It dcECTves a record. 


After comparing neles we discovered 


that tbe mesqult* tree under which we 
were holding onr solemn service was 
the rooKting place of a colony of crows, 
our Intrnsien having disturbed them 
and thereby causing us to stampede. 


As tbe SUB rose above the mountain 


tops we returned to tbe grove and 
completed the reading of the ritual 
aud covered our friend with the clods 
of the valley and left him sleeping 
where he will re*t uaril the resurrec- 
tion mora.—Evelyn B. Baldtr In In New 
York Masonic Standard.

LAW* 


There Is certainly something more 


than a mild surprise In the decision 
of the supreme court to the effect that 
liquors cannot lawfully be sold in ho. 
tels to giiests after the hour of 11 
O'clock at night. No* dojbt the court 
makes a correct Interpretation of the 
phrasing of the law, and thf decision 
but serves to show how peculiar and 
•o full of traps and unexpected turns 
the Massachusetts liauor laws are. It 
has often been truly said taht there ;s 
not a man honest enough to sell liquor 
legally under the laws at Mas&achu. 
eetts. The fact Is, It is Imuossible to 


do so. When you start out, to observe 
these laws you meet yourself coming 
back before you reach the end of the 
first statute. 


The hotel men will probably appeal 


to the legislature for a reasonable law. 
This appeal might very profitably be 
taken advantage of to frame and pass 
at possible general law regulating th-3 
Bale of liquor. Such opening up of the 
Whole question of liquor laws would 
throw a tremendous responsibility tin- 
en the legislature, we know, but It fa 
a responsibility that should be met 
and must be met at no Blatant day.

Dr. John Bascom delivered an) 


druss on "Sociology" in the Congrega- 
tional chapel laet evening to a. deeply 
interested audience. The address was 
given on invitation of the Monday club, 
•which asked Dr. Bascom to epeak, and 
Uieu invited the public to be present. 
Enough accepted the invitation to fill 
the chapel comfortably. 
Members of 


the Monday club aoted as ushers, and 
Mrs. John) P. Coyle, president 'of the 
club, introduced the speaker. 


The lecture, aa has been stated, is the 


second in a series, the first of which 
was delivered in a similar manner last 
year, and the third of which, on "Rail- 
roads," will be given next Wednesday 
evening. It was in large measure a 
lecture ot definitions, a brief abstract 
of what sociology means and the sub- 
jects of investigation and discussion 
which are included in it. There was no 
attempt to touch on the practical prob- 
lems which are treated under the head 
of sociology, but the statement of the 
fundamental* of the subject was clear 
and valuable, as is true of all of Dr. 
Bascom's spoken and written utter- 
ance*. 


IrJ introducing him, Mrs. Coyle spoke 


of the addreae next week, to which all 
are invited, and referred to Dr. Ban- 
corn as one who is increasingly hon- 
ored in this city. A brief resume of Dr. 
Bascom's address follows. 


We have heard a great deal of so- 


ciology in the last 10 years, which in a 
way is rather surprising. There have 
been no new discoveries in connection 
with it, but our attention has bter* turned 
more directly to it. No facts are more 
. intimately associated with our lives 
\ than those which' com* under the head 


of this subject, but we have only just 
begun to realize their signiflcautee when 
put togethar in the form of a science. 
It is like a man. who buys many books, 
but does not think ol himstlf as ac- 
cumulating a library. Finally he be- 
gins to place his books together, to 
catalogue them, and n* wakes to the 
realization of the fact t^at he is be- 
girJning to have the nucleus of a li- 
brary. He has no snore books than he 
hf-i bsforo, but he appreciates them In 
a new way. Sa 
TT» hid sociology 


before, 
but we had 
not 
collected 


our facts and begun to reason abmit 
them. 


Sociology treats of the facts of so- 


ciety and the order in which they fol- 
low each other, and the causes of them 
It deals with society, which is people 
gathered tojether in the ordinary re- 
lations of life. The social relations are 
ttore clearly recogniired in small groups 
ol people. The people of North Ad- 
ams form a comparatively small 
munity, but their intr-erts are seen to 
be closely related. 
In the affairs af 


Berkshire, which forms a slightly ls.i 
ger group, there is a common interest 
a little less marked. In Massachusetts 
as a state we have a larger group, with

organic forces on society. 


First, the nature of society. Society 


is ai. organism, its parts being united 
for a common purpose and rec'procially 
flsvenderJt on each other. It is not 
nerhanism, out r^sfmb'es the humar 
body irt being an organism. There are 
two clasee* of 'organisms, perfect and im 
perfect. A perfect organism grows o: 
itself and is not affected by influence: 
from without. Anl imperfect organism, 
of *hich language may be take* as a) 
example grows inevitably and of it' 
self, but can be effected by outside in 
fluences. Society is such an imperfec 
organ!'sm. The people of North Adam 
have grown into the community, form 
ing the city, but the social condition 
of the city can be 
very materially j 


modified by suitable Influences. 


Society Is a very comprehensive or- 


ganism .drawing from every side of 
nature artd being bound together by 
every influence. It is becoming more 
and more complex. 


Society is evolutionary, is a growth. 


The condition of life is one of demand, 
and when the demand is met there Is 
more demand for preparations for grs*t 
er activity. 


There are two methods of treating 


sociology One Is to trace the several 
step* by which men have gathered into 
a fraternity and reached the present 
stage of mutual dependence. Or we 
may take up our own highly developed 
form of society and analyze it, and so 
\ir43erstanding it as it is. The second 
Hit thud IB Vhe one -.vhich !s most 1m- 
poi tant to us. 


Society is increasingly comprehensdve
